’ . When the Experimentsl Radio Market News Service was announced | 
on December 21, 1920, those in the Division of Information of the 
Bureau of Markets who were directing the new activity hardly antici - 
pated the wonderful ca sina s of radio brosdcasting as we now 
know it. 


A laboratory transmitter at the U. S. Esa of Standards on 
a 400 meter wave length, a few enthusiastic amateurs within a hundred 
miles of Washington and @ 5 P. ii. schedule of about 500 words by radio 
telegraph composing what was called the "Radio Marketgram" constituted | 
the elements of the experiment. The idea was that’ the amateurécvould copy 
the marketgram and turn it over to the newspapers in their ow towns or 
8ive copies to the banks or stores to be Posted on bulletin boards. In 
every way it was a kind of leboratory experiment. 


The practical results of this’ first experiment Bacay hardly be 
‘called conclusive, out they did give encouragement to those in charge | 
of it to push oh inthe quest of more and more evidences of the. pos 
Sible usefulness of this new electrical wonder. On April 7, 1921, 
an announcement was made that arrangements had been made with the Air

"Assuming an effective radius of sudibility of’ 300 miles about 
each ‘station; licensed ‘amateurs in the areas covered were enlisted | 
to copy the reports and to furnish them to shipper st associations, 
county agents, State Bureaus of Markets, Farm Bureaus and other agri- 
Cultural agencies, bariks newspapers and ‘local telephone exchanges. 
A considerable number of licensed operators offered to copy the reports 
and some distribution Ui he . 


Puaey ithe tirstof eee 1922, the market reports were being 
relayed. end broadeast by radio telegraph from seven of the Post’ Offic 
Stations in a chain ext ending across the country. 


During 1921, following. the quest still farther, the Radio ‘Market 
News Service furmished its reports to threé of the then very few radio” 
teleoghone broadcasting stations for dissemination. The radio éxperts 
had seid that the.amateur's receiving set would tune in the voices on 
radio aswell es the ean, pee oe and the amateurs were listening for - 
the "voices on the air." A fow sets hed eppoared on the market and so 
the market reports by ra dio telephone were assured of an audience, small 
i eects but interested, oartly ie of the character of the in-~ 
formation and partly beceuse of the novelty.

The sudden rush of interest in radio, .the. demend for broadcast— 
ing stations by people who saw the cossibilities of service, of public- 
ity of of the novelty of talking “to or entertaining lerge numbers of 
People at distent places and the frenzied attemot to supply the demand 
for receiving sets and sarts to build them precipitated ugon the Merket 
News Service of the Department an avalanche of requests for privilege

‘Huhdreds of stations abked for the privilege of  hendling agri- 
cultural reports, most of which had to be refused because ofthe fact 
that they were located at points remote from the market news branch 
offices on the leaséd tire system which earries the’ resorts: beck and 
forth across the’country. No funds could’be diverted to pay ae tele- 
grams to the new broadcasting Stations and few of the stations themselves 
could stand the expense. 


In cach of the cities where market‘ news vork has. been. conducted, 
arra ngements’ were made with one or more stations to wroedcsst infor- 
mation supplied by the branch offices. -The numter grew and the. quality 
of the service expended until today well-established schedules of weather, 
crop and market reports are broadcast: from more. than a.hundred of the 
stations in ell parts ne ee as

They have: bought sets.as a rule, more s: elective, 
more ceyable of eabtine aratent ereivous then has benn necossary for 
use in the cities to get the local broadcasting. In 1923: thevave 
cost of radio sets’on more then a 1,000 farms widely scattered over the 
country wes ¢175. Today wetter and more easily operated equipment can 
be bought for helf thi's svount.- ;
